Seller of 
Salads Friend 
to Farmers ,

WASHINGTON (AP) - Those 


nutritionists who urge consum- 
ers to eat more salads are 
among the best friends of farm- 
ers who grow soybeans, cotton 
and corn. 


More and more consumers 


are taking this dietary advice 
with the result that the demand 
for salad dressing, mayonnaise 
and related products has been 
increasing steadily with further 
gains still in sight. These pro- 
ducts are made chiefly from 
soybean oil, cottonseed oil and 
corn oil. 


So important has been the 


growth in consumer buying of 
salad dressing products that the 
Agriculture Department has is- 
sued a special report on it in 
the current issue of its periodi- 
cal review of the fats and oils 
situation. 


In 1947, the total production 


of these foods was 79 million 
gallons with a per capita con- 
sumption average of 4.4 pounds. 
By 1963 these figures had grown 
to 151 million gallons and per 
c a p i t a consumption of 6.4 
pounds. 


"The outlook is acontinuaUon 


of the uptrend in demand for 
salad dressing, mayonnaise and 
related products at a rate great- 
er than the growth in the popu- 
lation", the department said.

This year the Association of Na- 
tional Advertisers expect to see 
nearly 2,500 trade shows strung 
across the nation, with more 
than 850,000 firms displaying 
their wares, old and new. Dun &

will cost a record $3 billion.
